POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Some of the emphasis placed on making the 
post office pay its way are ridiculous but some 
of the fringe benefits of the effort are good. 
For many years newspapers, magazines, books 
and other materials have gone through the mails 
at a subsidized rate. 
It is true that a subsidy 
cannot be justified to the extent that it could 
when the printed word was the only means of 
communication but it is still desirable and 
necessary. 
Newspapers and magazines pay much more 
of their share of postage costs than they did 
even a few years ago. 
The public still bene­ 
fits from the comparatively low postage rates. 
If rural free delivery patrons ever were com­ 
pelled to pay their fair share of the costs of 
mail brought to their boxes they would be forced 
to expend far more than city dwellers for postal 
service. 
Farmers would really raise the roof 
in 
protesting any such effort. The present system 
shouldn't be abandoned. 
It's a worthwhile 
universal service. Costs are secondary. 
But the post office's recent concern with 
showing a profit has produced other benefits. 
Competition and cost consciousness has ac­ 
complished what years of effort by private 
enterprise interests has failed to do. 
The post office has decided that it really 
doesn't want to pay high interest rates and to 
compete with banks and savings and loan in­ 
stitutions. 
It has ceased issuing postal savings certifi­ 
cates - a victim of the government’s own tight 
money policies. 
Business declined. This impressed Congress.

U.S. Senator Edward V. Long has announced 
he intends to determine if the Internal Revenue 
Service leaked information to Life magazine 
concerning legal fees he is receiving from St. 
Louis attorney Morris Shenker. 
We can certainly understand why Senator Long 
would be upset over any IRS disclosure, al­ 
though we suspect that IRS is innocent of the 
good Senator’s charges. When more than one 
person knows something, it no longer is a se­ 
cret, and Shenker's associates in St. Louis 
and behind 
prison bars are perhaps not al­ 
ways as discreet as they should be. 
Senator Long still denies any conflict of in­ 
terest in his legal association with the Shenker 
law firm which in recent years has paid him 
each year approximately what the Governor 
of Missouri receives in salary. 
Missouri’s junior Senator may be telling the 
truth when he denies that any of his legal 
association with Shenker involves federal agen­ 
cies. 
Yet Shenker’s own law firm, as dis­ 
tinguished from Long’s own law firm, deals 
very directly with federal agencies in Wash­ 
ington. 
And when an attorney has a U.S. 
Senator on his payroll, it is much easier to 
deal with federal agencies. Thus the fee ar­ 
rangement, as far as Shenker was concerned, 
was of material benefit. 
The fee arrange­ 
ment, as far as Long was concerned, was 
also of material benefit, in the amount of $24,-

Life and death were just 15 hours apart for 
a Texas motorist whose car slammed into the 
supports for a big freeway exit sign when he 
was forced off the road in a blinding rain­ 
storm. 
A year earlier, another driver had demolished 
his car against the same sign's rigid supports 
and died of his injuries. 
This driver was luckier. Just 15 hours before, 
a highway department crew had installed new 
breakaway supports for the sign. 
The driver 
and his passengers were not hurt, and his car 
sustained only $500 in damages. 
It was the first "liv e" test for the new signs, 
which are designed to crack in the middle and 
give way when struck by a moving 
vehicle. 
Last year, the signs were tested extensively 
in collisions with driverless cars. 
Crashes 
were recorded by high-speed cam eras, and 
research teams studied the films to assess 
dynamics of various 
sign structures during 
collision. 
The basic features of the breakaway 
sign 
support are a slip joint at its base and

break plate at the bottom of the sign face. 
The slip joint allows the sign post to slip 
free of its foundation on impact.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Some of the emphasis placed on making the 
post office pay its way are ridiculous but some 
of the fringe benefits of the effort are good. 
For many years newspapers, magazines, books 
and other materials have gone through the mails 
at a subsidized rate. 
It is true that a subsidy 
cannot be justified to the extent that it could 
when the printed word was the only means of 
communication but it is still desirable 
and 
necessary. 
Newspapers and magazines pay much more 
of their share of postage costs than they did 
even a few years ago. 
The public still bene­ 
fits from the comparatively low postage rates. 
If rural free delivery patrons ever were com­ 
pelled to pay their fair share of the costs of 
mail brought to their boxes they would be forced 
to expend far more than city dwellers for postal 
service. 
Farmers would really raise the roof 
in 
protesting any such effort. The present system 
shouldn’t be abandoned. 
It’s a worthwhile 
universal service. Costs are secondary. 
But the post office’s recent concern with 
showing a profit has produced other benefits. 
Competition and cost consciousness has ac­ 
complished what years of effort by private 
enterprise interests has failed to do. 
The post office has decided that it really 
doesn’t want to pay high interest rates and to 
compete with banks and savings and loan in­ 
stitutions. 
It has ceased issuing postal savings certifi­ 
cates - a victim of the government’s own tight 
money policies. 
Business declined. This impressed Congress. 
So bankers accomplished rapidly what they 
had been seeking in vain for a half century to 
accomplish. 
Similarity printers have tried without success 
to persuade the post office to cease selling 
printed envelopes. 
Although the post office still sells them profit 
consciousness of the post office department has 
caused the rate to be raised so that the nation’s 
taxpayers no longer heavily subsidize the print­ 
ing presses. 
It is much easier now for printers to compete 
with the federal government. They offer faster 
service, more flexibility in ink colors, size, 
paper quality and color and permit advertising 
m essajef.

association with Shenker involves federal agen­ 
cies.

with federal agencies in Wash­ 
ington.

Senator on his payroll, it is much easier to 
deal with federal agencies.

crashing auto to pass under the collapsing 
structure safely. 
Although more research on the break-away 
sign is underway, the current model is being 
installed in various parts of the state to field 
test the basic design. 
“ We think we’ve arrived at a workable sign, 
one that will save lives, but don’t consider 
the current model the ultimate,” reports D.C. 
Greer, Texas state highway engineer. 
The signs were developed in a joint research 
project by the Texas Highway Department and

Transportation Institute of Texas 
A&M University, in cooperation with the Bureau 
of Public Roads.

Some of the emphasis placed on making the 
post office pay its way are ridiculous but some 
of the fringe benefits of the effort are good. 
For many years newspapers, magazines, books 
and other materials have gone through the mails 
at a subsidized rate. 
It is true that a subsidy 
cannot be Justified to the extent that it could 
when the printed word was the only means of 
communication but it is still desirable 
and 
necessary. 
Newspapers and magazines pay much more 
of their share of postage costs than they did 
even a few years ago. 
The public still bene­ 
fits from the comparatively low postage rates. 
If rural free delivery patrons ever were com­ 
pelled to pay their fair share of the costs of 
mail brought to their boxes they would be forced 
to expend far more than city dwellers for postal 
service. 
Farm ers would really raise the roof 
in 
protesting any such effort. The present system 
shouldn’t be abandoned. 
It’s a worthwhile 
universal service. Costs are secondary. 
But the post office’s recent concern with 
showing a profit has produced other benefits. 
Competition and cost consciousness has ac­ 
complished what years of effort by private 
enterprise interests has failed to do. 
The post office has decided that it really 
doesn’t want to pay high interest rates and to 
compete with banks and savings and loan in­ 
stitutions. 
It has ceased issuing postal savings certifi­ 
cates - a victim of the government’s own tight 
money policies. 
Business declined. This impressed Congress. 
So bankers accomplished rapidly what they 
had been seeking in vain for a half century to 
accomplish. 
Similarity printers have tried without success 
to persuade the post office to cease selling 
printed envelopes. 
Although the post office still sells them profit 
consciousness of the post office department has 
caused the rate to be raised so that the nation’s 
taxpayers no longer heavily subsidize the print­ 
ing presses. 
It is much easier now for printers to compete 
with the federal government. They offer faster 
service, more flexibility in ink colors, size, 
paper quality and color and permit advertising 
message#. 
Price differences are no longer as sharp as 
they once were. 
If the post office department always had been 
as conscious of profits as it is today it never 
would have sold either postal savings or printed 
envelopes.

U.S. Senator Edward V. Long has announced 
he intends to determine if the Internal Revenue 
Service leaked information to Life magazine 
concerning legal fees he is receiving from St. 
Louts attorney Morris Shenker. 
We can certainly understand why Senator Long 
would be upset over any IRS disclosure, al­ 
though we suspect that IRS is innocent of the 
good Senator’s charges. 
When more than one 
person knows something, it no longer is a se­ 
cret, and Shenker’s associates in St. Louis 
and behind 
prison bars are perhaps not al­ 
ways as discreet as they should be. 
Senator Long still denies any conflict of in­ 
terest in his legal association with the Shenker 
law firm which in recent years has paid him 
each year approximately what the 
Governor 
of Missouri receives in salary. 
Missouri’s junior Senator may be telling the 
truth when he denies that any of his 
legal 
association with Shenker involves federal agen­ 
cies. 
Yet Shenker’s own law firm, as dis­ 
tinguished from Long’s own law firm, deals 
very directly 
with federal agencies in Wash­ 
ington. 
And when an attorney has a U.S. 
Senator on his payroll, it is much easier to 
deal with federal agencies. 
Thus the fee a r­ 
rangement, as far as Shenker was concerned, 
was of material benefit. 
The fee arrange­ 
ment, as far as Long was concerned, was 
also of material benefit, in the amount of $24,- 
000 a year material benefit.

A year earlier, another driver had demolished 
his car against the same sign’s rigid supports 
and died of his injuries. 
This driver was luckier. Just 15 hours before, 
a highway department crew had installed new 
breakaway supports for the sign. 
The driver 
and his passengers were not hurt, and his car 
sustained only $500 in damages. 
It was the first “ live” test for the new signs, 
which are designed to crack in the middle and 
give way when struck by a moving 
vehicle. 
Last year, the signs were tested extensively 
in collisions with driverless cars. 
Crashes 
were recorded by high-speed cam eras, and 
research teams studied the films to assess 
dynamics of various 
sign structures during 
collision. 
The basic features of the breakaway 
sign 
support are a slip joint at its base and 
a 
break plate at the bottom of the sign face. 
The slip joint allows the sign post to slip 
free of its foundation on impact. 
The cast­ 
iron plate cracks the post when it is hit, 
creating a hinge effect that allows 
the 
crashing auto to pass under the collapsing 
structure safely. 
Although more research on the break-away 
sign is underway, the current model is being 
installed in various parts of the state to field 
test the basic design. 
“ We think we’ve arrived at a workable sign, 
one that will save lives, but don’t consider 
the current model the ultimate,” reports D.C. 
G reer, Texas state highway engineer. 
The signs were developed in a joint research 
project by the Texas Highway Department and 
the Texas 
Transportation Institute of Texas 
A&M University, in cooperation with the Bureau 
of Public Roads.
